I 
had bought maps of our city for them. Sixty men 
were selected by the officers of the Holy Name 
Society, each of whom will have his definite terri- 
tory to supervise. The sixty will be under six leaders. 

“I have attended each meeting the men have 
held, and promoted your ideas which they liked 
very much, and which.they have enthusiastically 
put into execution. This gives me sixty men to help 
keep in touch with the parish in addition to our 
St. Vincent de Paul Society and the Legion of Mary. 
The quality of the men, and the cooperation I have 
gotten from them seems really miraculous to me

since before your planning this new organization, 
they seemed to be quite indifferent towards any 
sort of Catholic Action work. 


“We have had an organization seriously working 
out the problem of high school attendance. We ex- 
pect to charter a bus at a cost of $16.00 per day, and 
to send a large number of our public high school 
students to the new St. Joseph High School in South 
Bend next fall. I use the double pocket envelopes, 
and, with your permision, I shall pay from receipts 
in the pocket marked “school” for the tuition of the 
students at the high school as well as transporta- 


“I feel that I shall have a more spiritual-minded 
parish with these sixty auxiliaries helping me, while 
I personally shall be relieved of considerable worry 


over the spiritual attention I owe and could not give 
to my entire flock.”

Strike It Rich’ 


I seen anyone treated in a man- 
ner that lessened in any way his 
human dignity. 

I’m sure the editors of America 
aren't falling into the error of | 
thinking, as some of the critics do, | 
that there is per se an evil in ask-| 
ing for help. A man too proud to | 
ask for help when he needs it is | 
simply too proud. We are all de- 
pendent on one another and the 
man who does not recognize this 
but proudly asserts he gets along 
all by himself is a man blind. 

The New York City official who 
protested against the program said 
that we have social agencies to 
give help to those who need it and 
that such programs destroy the | 
— these agencies are trying to. 

0. 

I'm glad we do have social agen- 
cies and I appreciate the excellent 
work they are doing but if anyone 
wants to keep an eye on 4 place 
where human dignity may be de-| 
stroyed it would be well to watch | 
a current trend in thinking that | 
makes men think everything should |

be done by agencies. There are too | 


= many people who think they can} 


give $20 to a united appeal fund 


e mod- 
ern Cain would not answer God by 
asking Him if he was his brother’s 
keeper. He’d merely refer Him to 
the proper agency. 

But the truth about “Strike It 
Rich” is that in almost every case 
the aid sought is something that 
social — could not provide. 
I say “almost” because there may 
have been exceptions. Since the 
criticisms have begun I've watched 
the show carefully and not a one 
of the appeals would have been 
answered by a social agency. 

Many of the critics talk about a 
soap company profiting off human 
miseries. It is both cynical and un- | 
charitable to decide that the spon- | 
sors of the program have no sin-| 
cere desire to help those who come 
to them. Naturally, the program is | 
sponsored to create an interest in| 
a product but it is not beyond my | 
comprehension that a firm might 
actually want to-do a service. The 
cynics who think otherwise may be 

rfectly sincere but I learned a 
ong time ago to keep my hand on 
my pocketbook in the presence of 
people who are suspicious of every- 
one else’s motives. 

So far as Warren Hull, the 
master of ceremonies for the pro- 
gram, is concerned, he has been 
mistreated outrageously by many of 
the critics. They picture him as an 
insincere man making a living by | 
parading human derelicts before 
the microphones. As a fellow who 
remembers Warren Hull from his 
Warner Brothers pictures days, I 
can assure you he isn’t that good an 
actor. I’d stake my bottom dollar 
on his sincerety. 

It seems to me “Strike It Rich” 
does one real service. It reminds 
people of their obligations to their 
neighbors. A great’: many people 
live walled in against the miseries 
of the world. They don’t want to 
be bothered. If someone is in need 
then they want it taken care of by 
governmental agencies and it there 
are no governmental agencies for 
this particular need then they want 
new ones created. 

My own work in the years I’ve 
been a Catholic has always thrown 
me close to the needs of my fel- 
lowman. Usually these aren't things 
that an agency can do but they are 
things I as a neighbor can do. 
Sometimes the help we can give is 
material—as for example, the 
stranger who was weeping and we 
learned it was because her father 
had died and she had no money to 

the 500 miles to the funeral. We 

d it, loaned it for a little while

tual and material—as it was for 
the worried woman who needed a

In 
many cases the need can be hand- 
led an age and that is well 
and good. But there is’ no agency 
that can dispense love and it is 
love that many a neighbor needs 


I have an idea that “Strike It 
Rich” is being blasted because 
there are those who think that aid 
for the needy should be divorced 
from all sentiment, They want to 
do it efficiently. I'm glad for the 
work of the agencies but I hope 
no one forgets that charity has 
meaning in love of God and love 
of our fellowmen, seeing God in 
them. 

So I for one—so far as I know 
I’m the first columnist to do it— 
want to defend “Strike It Rich.” 
The other critics may be against 
me but I have an idea the vast ma- 
jority of the three million people 
who read this paper will agree with 
me. 


What’s more, I think “Strike It 


Rich” -can do the people good. If 
it can blast them out of the com- 
placency. If it can make them feel 
a little of the pain in their neigh- 
bor’s. hearts. If they can gain com- 
passion by recognizing the need 
about them. 

But is the program degrading, 


does it destroy human dignity? I | 


think it could not for those who 
think rightly. 

There is no difference between 
you and me and the man in great- 


est need. We are all dependent on | 


one another. Today you need my 
help, tomorrow I need yours. To- 
day perhaps both of us can help 
another, tomorrow we will heed 
his help. No man makes himself 
less by asking another for help. 
But the man, who seeing another 
in need thinks this need makes the 
man less than himself is a fool. 
All of us need one another and no 
man can exist to himself alone. 
And if by God’s goodness a man 
never suffers bodily need, he must 
be reminded that every breath he 
takes is a gift he has not deserved. 

I think the trouble with the 
critics of “Strike It Rich” is that 
they are separating themselves 
from reality. As for myself, I've 
never seen a person on “Strike It 
Rich” who could not have been me. 


CINERAMA—This revolutionary 
film method is available now in 


only a few cities but if you live in 
or visit a city that features it, you 


will find it well worth your while. 

Cinerama doesn’t offer three di- 
mensions but it does give the view- 
er a sense of participation that 
cinemascope and the 3-D films do 
not. 

Without going into technical de- 
tails, three 


give you three different pictures 
that piece together to give you a 
range of vision roughly equal to 
what you actually see in real life. 


Cinerama tells no story but only 
offers a series of scenes. The first 
scene quickly illustrates the quali- 
ties of the medium. You are taken 
on a roller coaster ride and when 
I say taken I mean it. It would 
be impossible for you to watch the 
scene without a sense of movement. 
Now a roller coast ride is not my 
idea of amusement but Cinerama 
offers it so graphically that wheth- 
er I liked it or not, I was con- 
vinced I had been on a roller 
coaster ride. 


There are some technical im- 
perfections but I have no doubt 
these will be corrected. Sometimes 
there is distortion where the three 
pictures join. Sometimes one of the 
pictures is brighter than others. 
But I'll not quibble about these 
_ things. 


| I do seriously wonder, though, 
if Cinerama can be used effectively 
to tell a story. It seems to me that 
the physical sense of participation 
the medium makes you feel might 
well work against your imaginative 
sense of participation. As films are 
now a viewer unconsciously identi- 
fies himself with the action and 
the participants. With Cinerama 
the viewer becomes a participant. 


I’m not saying this will mean 
Cinerama won't be able to tell a 
story but I am going to have to be 
shown. In the meantime, the Cin- 
/erama people have announced their 
next, picture will be another epi- 
sodic collection. 


As for the episodes of the cur- 


and educational—a good combina- 
tion. You visit a variety of world 
landmarks and see a variety of in- 
teresting things. 


I highly recommend it for every- 
one as an interesting and exciting 
experience.

Protestants usually lift out of 
the context the one verse in which 
it is said “there is only one Me- 
diator between God and man, the 
man Christ Jesus” (1 Timothy 
2:5). If they had lifted out the 
next verse they would have dis- 
covered in what sense Christ was 
to be the one Mediator, namely, 
“by redeeming us.” 
| Now no Catholic believes that 
‘Mary could redeem them, nor that 
she could be a mediator in any 
sense comparable to the manner in 
which Christ was a Mediator. 

There is absolutely no text of 
Holy Scriptures which denounces 
any one, yourself or myself, or the 
great friends of God among the 
saints and martyrs, or Mary, from 
being mediators “by intercession.” 
That is the belief and practice of 
four-fifths of the entire Christian 
world today, and was the belief of 
all Christians throughout 15 cen- 
turies. 

The one-fifth—the small minor- 
ity—should know first what they 
are talking about before they 
assume that the four-fifths have 
turned from Christ to Mary. 

They merely turn with Mary to 
Christ, and like to have the benefit 
of her powerful intercession with 
her own Divine Son. Understand- 
‘ing this, one can readily under- 
istand that all “honor” (not divine 
‘worship) paid to Mary redounds to 
Christ, on Whose account only she 
is honored at all. 

We wonder whether any of our 
critics ever visited the Catacombs 
under the city of Rome, which date 
back to the century and, 
therefore, where the most primi- 
tive Christians lived and worship- 
ped and prayed. They will find 
inscriptions portraying the re-

matchless Dame Myra Hess, just turned 64 on February 25. 

Dame Myra’s mastery of the classic style was evident from the 
first bright notes of the allegro. Her crisp running thirds, double 
trills and brilliant scales could not have been surpassed by Serkin 
or Schnabel in their best form. In the richly melodic largo she 
changed pace to a tantalizing rubato, then returned to a dazzling 
precision for the final movement. 

It is a sign of Dame Myra’s true youth of spirit that after an 
overwhelming standing ovation she provided a true encore, repeating 
the lively rondo, the most demanding movement of the concerto. 
She amply justified her critical acclaim as a foremost interpreter of 
Mozart, Bach and Beethoven and “one of the pre-eminent pianists 
of her time.” 

The South Bend orchestra under Edwyn Hames provided a gen- 
erally excellent background for Dame Myra’s virtuosity, although 
her quick pianistics caught the conduetor off guard in two or three 
of his orchestral entrances. 

The orchestra provided two familiar old warhorses. Debussy’s 
“Prelude to the Afternoon of a Faun” was treated pretty academically, 
without much color or passion, although the woodwinds, horns and 
harps were shown to advantage. Liszt's symphonic poem, “Les Pre- 
ludes,” was given a more lacklustre performance. It was as if the 


conductor had taken the fuzzily philosophical program notes too ser-. 


jously and ignored the musical values of this flashy old pulse-bumper. 

The only real experiment of the day was a performance of Ernest 
Bloch’s Concerto Grosso for string orchestra and piano, consisting 
of a heavily accented allegro, a strikingly discordant dirge and a 
fugue that, except for a few modernistic harmonies, might have been 
written in the seventeenth century. The orchestra should try its 
hand at more works by contemporary composers.
